On 6 March , the barracks installation in Jem-Loebstedt quartered an estimated 
i,50C troops who wore tank or art illery insignia. Troops trained with 5 "guns' of 
about 76 rma in the barracks yard. 


On 6 March, the barracks installation in Jera-Zwaetzen was occupied by about 
l f 20C troops who wore tank, or artillery insign ia. Heavy weapons observed 
included 3 JlI-lOOs, 4 T~3 L tanks and L A A guns. I 


6 P The Forst Has erne (8225) quartered about 250 soldiers on 6 March . About 200 sol- 
diers wore artillery insignia and about 50 signal insignia. The troops seemed 
to be very young. The Police! Kaserne was about 75 percent occupied by an 
estimated 700 troops. 

7. On 8 March, the barracks installation in Loebstedt was occupied by about 2.000 
troops who engaged in intensive training activity at the_jjaatall&iAcmJ 


8. On 8 March, ohe barracks installation in J ona-Zwaetsen was occupied by an estimate* 
sd 500 troops.

On 18 February, a column of about 85 trucks fully occupied, by troops with full 
pack passed through Jena toward Kahla, Thirty of the trucks towed small field 
guns. During the nights between 18 Fe bruary and 5 March t heavy gun fire was 
heard from a southwesterly direction. [a large-scale exer- 

cise had been conducted in the Kahla - Ro then stein - Schorba - Bucha - M&gdala 
area during that period. On 5 March, a unit which had probably participated in 
the exercise was .loaded at the Jena freight station. 4
